MANSFIELD OVERWHELMS 

ROCHESTER UNIVERSITT 



October 9, 1920, Rochester UniveiN 
sity was dedsively defeated by the 
overwhelming score of 44 to 0. It is 
absolutely, .needlesa to describe the 
game for it was evident from the 
blowing of the first whistle to the 
final. "All's over" that Mansfield was 
in no danger whatsoever. 

The varsity and the scnihfl made ft 

great lark of it, romping up and down 
the field at will, tearing off gains of 
twenty and thirty yards at a clip. 
Rochester put up a Btsappy^ never- 
say-die article of hall, but they wete 
outclassed by far too great a mar- 
gin to do any eifectiye work, . One 
more 86alp for Kichline's.
